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This is a decision on the Petition to Revive Unintentionally 
Abandoned Application or Lapsed Patent (37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
June 3, 2004.

fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)). Applicant lacks item (1). 

As to item (1), Applicant has not submitted a proper reply to 
the October 30, 2003 Office action. The Amendment B, filed with 
the instant petition on June 3, 2004, attempts to introduce new 
issues not heretofore presented.
